Edmonds, Walter D. YOUNG AMES Little, Brown 


* I liked this as well as any - and better than most of Walter Edmonds' ex- 
cellent historical novels - character fiction set against realistically handled and 
authentically flavored backgrounds. New York city in those troubled days which bear 
so close an analogy to our own of the 33's and 34's, when Andrew Jackson was "that 
man in the White House", blamed for the panic, the bank failures, the shrinking of 
large incomes, unemployment, collapse of security, virtually every evil that could be 
spotted. It all has an ironically familiar ring, even to the fears that "he" would 
talk the country into war. So much for the psychological background; the physical 
background was New York, particularly as it concerned the world traffic played around 
the wharfs, as great shipping houses vied with each other for control of the cotton 
market, the rice market, etc. Well-paced plot, good characterization particularly in 
the minor characters, and a romance that could have been stereotyped in the handling 
and isn't-between the very junior clerk (with just a touch of "what makes Sammy run” 
in him) and the boss's daughter (in this case a niece). The street riots, the great 
fire, the innundation of immigrants with its resultant evils, all make it as good as 


a persual of Valentine's Manuals for incurable antiquarians. And a rattling good tale

The famous "four horsemen of the Apocalypse” were accompanied by a fifth, 
Reality, but to Reality small heed was paid. This is the symbol back of the story of 
Jimmy Bailey who returns from wartime England to his indifferent, isolationist, western 
home town. Boycotted by his parents and their country club set of America Firsters, 
witnessing his younger brother deliberately cracking himself up to avoid the draft, 
Bailey finds sympathy only in Corinth, with whom he is working on poison gases, and in 
Audrey, who pursues him. Wylie has a versatile skilled hand in working a good bit of 
international innuendo into the media of a light, pop novel. He makes it smooth read- 
ing, convincing and absorbing, as Jimmy's brother and sister finally recognize the 
truth, a life is sacrificed to save a secret formula, and Jimmy stays in the United 
States to help the cause he endorses.

Forester, C. S. PAYMENT DEFERRED Little, Brown 


Yes, it is the story made familiar to the American public on stage and 
screen, but not hitherto published in novel form, in which it first appeared in Eng- 
land. It is, you remembdr, the story of a vapid bank clerk who descended to murder for 
the sake of a bank roll and immediate security, and who spent the rest of his life 
guarding the secret burial spot in the dingy city backyard, while his family ran riot 
on the money he more or less accidentally made on a fluke. The interest lies more in 
the development of the relations of the man to his down-trodden wife, his son and 
daughter; in the aftermath of murder. When eventually he is arrested and convicted 
of a murder he did not commit, the title is explained. To many who are not already 
thoroughly familiar with the dramatic production which gave Charles Laughton his first 
sensational success, this will read as a new book - in the Francis Iles tradition.

A fictionization, on an authentic base, of the career of Georges Ernest 
Boulanger, once hero and hope of the Third French Republic. His popularity as Minister 
of War, in 1886, united all parties, and the Boulangism movement aroused nationalistic 
feeling and German fears. The story of a great love which destroyed a career - a star 
which set before it rose to glory, as his love for dcomed Marguerite Bonnemains took 
precedence, he is forced from the government, deprived of his army command, missed a 
chance at a coup d'etat when he won his seat as deputy at the polls - and eventually 
committed suicide when she died. The main story is told against sundry sub plots, es- 
pecially the story of Lily, who rises from laundress to companion to Marguerite, and 
follower of Boulanger's downward spiral. Extensive and meticulous research somewhat 
overweights the movement of the story, making it a thinly fictionized study of a

The author of Decade ~ and more recently of Last Man Round the World - has 
written a story this time in which the intricacies and chicaneries of the law overweigh 
the slender thread of plot. There's plenty of cynicism in his presentation of vulture 
lawyers sucking the blood from an estate which involves a succession of legal actions - 
of byplay and trading to keep the case in the courts, while lives of the litigants are 
wrecked, and proud names humbled. The Gaylord "girls" were three in number; the eld- 
est, autocratic, proud, inflexible, concealed a shabby little romance of her youth and 
denied even to herself the love she still bore the father of the child she claimed to 
have adopted. Only when she found that her pride would cost her sister the last chance 
of happiness, did she humble herself — and then it is perhaps too late. Not a convinc- 
ing story, nor are any of the characters real. There's a suggestion, perhaps, of the 
Wendell Case in the general tone of the set-up. Lawyers who are objective about some 
of the practices of their profession - and victims of the law will constitute the larg-

Once again Burt has tapped the rich vein of his intimate knowledge of Phila- 
delphia in this story which roots in its very being. Felix, an anthropologist whose 
passion for science has kept .:im on a single track through the years, inherits a for- 
tune contingent on his living nine months a year in the home of his forebears. Re- 
luctantly, he returns from the wilds and begins to rebuild his life along new patterns, 
learning to accept the responsibilities of his wealth, seeking purpose in the power it 
gives him and discovering that he isn't the misenthrope he had thought himself. Struth- 
ers Burt combines a sense of place and people and story, with a philosophical turn of 
mind and phrase that slows the story down for some readers, but adds savor for those 
who want something beyond plot. This ranks first as a portrait of a city, rather than 
as a novel; there is something of the bite of Kitty Foyle towards its people, tempered 
by a more mellow and urbane view of a city he both loves and hates. (Reported origin- 
ally for November publication - page 527). $2."

The saga of Lanny Budd goes on - this time compassing the years 1929-34, 
with the rise of the Nazi monster as the central theme. Lanny and his idealism come 
into sharp conflict with the worldly economic royalist viewpoint of his millionaire 
wife, Irma, who resents his championship of the downtrodden, particularly of the Jews 
in Nazi Germany. The main action involves successive trips into Germany in the en- 
deavor to extricate the family of his half-sister from concentration camps and worse. 
There is nothing particularly new in content or manner. The book is meticulously de- 
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tailed as to the march of time; headline figures cross the pages; Zaharoff and the Ger- 
Man rulers come into the picture repeatedly; and a strange twist, which seems to have 
comparatively little to do with the development of the story is introduced through the 
character of a spiritualist medium. Crowded canvas, with many of the characters from 
the earlier books ~- but little actual rounding out of situation or personalities. lLan- 
ny, since the first book, has remained for me a puppet, moved through his paces. And 
Sinclair seems to be incurably class and money conscious. $3.00

to bring food and medicine to his poverty stricken home. The wise men, kings from the 
Orient, meet him there, and he guides them to Bethlehem - and joins them in adoration 
of the infant saviour, giving as his gift, the shepherd's pipe, his one treasure. How 
he wins the wish of the well brings the story to its close. Not a particularly signif- 
icant addition to Elisabeth Goudge's list of writings - and slight for the price.

. "Physical optics" is, scientifically speaking, a world apart, so far as I 
am concerned, but I found this biography of its greatest exponent an exciting exper- 
ience. Dr. Wood, genius, showman, practiccl joker - and sincerely conservative when it 
comes to the field of science proper, makes ideal material for Seabrook as biographer, 
for Seabrook, while not a scientist, has a faculty for seizing upon the dramatic, the 
human, and at the same time, for making the scientific aspects of his subject absorb- 
ing for readers whether versed in the subject themselves or not. En route to achieve- 
ing his successive goals in his special field, Dr. Wood has made signal contributions 
to civilization through his invention of the Electric Thaw, fish eye views, sundry 
phases in telescopes, photography, radio, motion pictures, color photography. The 
last war owed a debt to him in work down for the signal corps, in development of 
methods to determine hidden writing, in the measurement of the velocity of shells. 
Aerodynamics, today, has its debt to pay. He has made sensational exposes of electrice 
al and medical hokum; bombs and murder mysteries. He has even done convincing experi- 
mentation in the psychological field in association memory fixation. Astrophysics, 
the application of ultraviolet and infrared rays and numerous other discoveries in the 
realm of physics are part of his fame.
